The republican mayoralty caucus was 


held in the old county court house on. 
Saturday afternoon and evening, and 
the expected happened in the nomine* 
tioa of Mayor Edward E. Mclntira for 
a second term.

tbe caucus room. 


The mayor's speech of acknowledg- 


ment was brief and appropriate. 
He 


thanked the caucus for honoring him 
with a second nomination and said that 
he should try his best to administer the 
affairs of the city in a wise and conserv- 
ative manner. 


His remarks were receive^ with a 


round of cheers that were hearty and 
prolonged. 


This renomination of Mayor Moln- 


tire is equivalent to his re-election on 
Tuesday of next week. It is conceded 
by democrats generally, and has been 
ever since the municipal election came 
to the front for discussion.
